Leaves Hansen’s garage 
on Sierra Madre Blvd. at 6:30 
a.m.; west on Sierra Madre 
Blvd. to Michillinda; north 
on Michillinda to Grand¬ 
view; east on Grandview to 
Canon; south on Canon to 
Sierra Madre Blvd., west on 
Sierra Madre Blvd. to camp 
ground, arriving for break¬ 
fast about 6:50 a.m. 

The camp is located one- 
third of a mile north of Sier¬ 
ra Madre Blvd. on Sierra 
Madre Villa Rd. 

Registration o f campers 
closed yesterday. The first 
five-day session is for sec¬ 
ond and third graders, the 
following week for children 
in fourth, fifth and sixth 
grades. 


Granted a zoning variance 
last week by the City Planning 
commission, the Methodist 
church is going forward now 
with plans to occupy by early 
fall the property in question at 
Michillinda and Sierra Madre 
Blvd. 

Sale of the property, once the 
home of ex-Mayor William 
Kinney, to the church is in es¬ 
crow, according to Dr. Frank S. 
Williams, executive secretary of 
the Board of Missions and 
Church Extension with offices 
in Los Angeles. 

Possession in Fall 

The house will be vacated by 
the present tenant some time 
in September, it is understood, 
and the first floor front rooms 
of the building will be altered 
to provide a temporary place of 
worship. Other rooms will be 
adapted for church school use 
pending construction in the fu¬ 
ture of a chapel, first unit of 
the proposed building program. 

Speaking for the Methodist 
Church conference, Dr. Wil¬ 
liams stated its intention of 
conforming with all zoning re¬ 
quirements, including provision 
for off-street parking for those 
attending services. The seating 
capacity at first will be so lim¬ 
ited, he pointed out, that park¬ 
ing for worshippers' cars will 
not pose much of a problem. 

Strong Opposition 

Opposition to the zoning vari¬ 
ance was quite pronounced at 
the Planning Commission meet¬ 
ing, and the parking situation 
was one of the principal objec¬ 
tions. The commission stipu¬ 
lated that there must be no en¬ 
trance or exit to or from the 
property from Montecito which 
bounds the property on the 
north. It also was required that 
a fence or wall must be main¬ 
tained at that line.

Residents in the neighbor¬ 
hood of North Sunnyside and 
West Highland Ave. have ap¬ 
pealed to the City to “do some¬ 
thing” about a six-foot fence 
on the southwest corner of the 
intersection of those two 
streets. 

The matter was referred to 
Chief of Police Gordon G. Mc¬ 
Millan and City Attorney T. 
Guy Cornyn for investigation. 

In their petition to the City 
Council the 42 signers described 
the fence as “a public nuisance 
in that it is a traffic hazard 
endangering the lives and 
properties of motorists, pedes¬ 
trians and property owners in 
the immediate vicinity.” 

Councilman W. Murray Haw¬ 
kins said that he had observed 
the fence, that it is “smack 
against the sidewalk” and that 
he considered it a hazard.

Signal Corps Radio 
Lands By Parachute 

No space men appeared when 
police investigated a small 
parachute, deflated rubber 
balloon and attached instru¬ 
ments which made a leisurely 
descent at mid-day July 24 at 
the northeast corner of Suffolk 
and Baldwin.

Tots especially have a talent 
for darting around corners and 
across walks and can be sent 
sprawling by bicycle riders. 

One other thing the authori¬ 
ties point out: 

The tennis courts were not 
designed for scooters, either!

The City park is not the place 
for bicycle riding; in fact there 
is a City ordinance about as 
old as the park itself, that pro¬ 
hibits it. 

Since frequent admonitions 
by the park custodian and the 
City Recreation director have 
not successfully curbed the 
practices of some junior citizens 
who whizz through the park on 
two wheels, city authorities re¬ 
luctantly face the coming ne¬ 
cessity of invoking the ordi¬ 
nance . . . and “it has teeth in 
it,” they point out. 

Fine And/or Jail 

A fine not exceeding $200 or 
imprisonment in the City jail 
for a period not exceeding 60 
days OR BOTH can be imposed. 

Section 9 of the ordinance 
declares it unlawful for any 
person “to ride or drive any 
horse or other animal or to 
propel any vehicle, cycle or au¬ 
tomobile elsewhere than on the 
service drive which shall be 
used only for the purpose of 
hauling and delivering such 
materials as may be required

A film explaining the steps 
involved in subdividing land 
and the reasons for government 
control of subdivisions will be 
shown on KNBH, Channel 4, at 
3:45 p.m., Aug. 1. 

This film was prepared by 
the Regional Planning Com¬ 
mission of Los Angeles County 
with the cooperation of sub¬ 
dividers, engineers, and other 
private citizens. In its short 
length of 15 minutes, it shows 
undesirable features of land 
development prior to the estab¬ 
lishment of regulations now in 
existence. It then shows the 
viewer the steps through which 
a subdivision goes in being 
processed and developed into a 
community of homes; and, fin¬ 
ally, the good features being 
encouraged by the county in 
subdivision developments. 

The primary reason for for¬ 
mation of the Regional Plan¬ 
ning Commission of Los Ange¬ 
les was the bad effect of un¬ 
controlled subdivision activity 
in the early 1920’s. 

This film is important to 
every citizen for two reasons: 

1. So that he may under¬ 
stand what is being accom¬ 
plished by guidance of sub¬ 
division development; and 

2. So that he may know 
what good features to look 
for in any tract in which he 
may be interested in pur¬ 
chasing a home. 


Sierra Madreans, along with 
residents in 10 other Valley 
communities and seven Califor¬ 
nia counties, will notice a hike 
in their gas bills after Aug. 15. 

The rate increase authorized 
this month by the California 
Public Utilities Commission re¬ 
duced the Southern Counties 
Gas Company’s request for a 
16 per cent increase to 8 1-3 per 
cent. The increase to the aver¬ 
age consumer will amount to 
about 36 cents per month. 

Raised Last January 

The company received an 
“offset raise” last January to 
compensate for the increased 
price of Texas gas. This was 
reflected in customers’ bills by 
an up of about 11 cents a 
month. 

The company’s application 
for a general rate increase in 
January, 1952, was denied en¬ 
tirely by the Public Utilities 
Commission on the ground that 
the evidence showed recorded 
earnings to be sufficient. 

Cost Still “Low" 

The Southern Counties Gas 
Co. points out that, from the 
customer’s point of view the 
cost of gas will still be “very 
low”—only slightly higher than 
before World War II. 

Largest increases, they say, 
will apply to gas used for 
house-heating in the winter 
months while the rates for 
cooking and water heating in 
the summer will, in some cases, 
be reduced.

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People hereabouts are pretty edgy about fires .... and 

should be. 

There've been all sorts of warnings and some mighty big 
conflagrations to think about. 

Little wonder, then, that a woman resident on Monte Vista 
was seriously alarmed to be awakened quite early the other 
morning by the sound of a fire crackling, then to observe flames 
leaping behind a neighbor's house. 

It was a panicky situation, what with the woman’s genuine THE EDITOR, Sierra Madre News 
fright and the feeling of helplessness experienced by her husband, 
temporarily bedridden and convalescent. 

The subsequently aroused neighbor reported back that it 
wasn't his house burning but lath being destroyed at a nearby 
nursery. By that time the Arcadia fire department had arrived 
but found no need to take off any equipment. 

It's difficult to suggest how this household and others in the 
vicinity might have been spared that momentary fright. 

We can hardly advise that people relax and take it easy 
until they learn the nature of a fire, the source of the flames. 

Every minute counts, we're told. 

It would have been thoughtfulness on the part of the nursery 
people to see that ALL their neighbors were aware they’d be 
doing some large scale burning. 

But they frequently destroy lath, always with a permit and 
under supervision. They hadn’t realized that this fire, admittedly 
a rather large one. would be even more visible because the area 
previously closed in is now open. 

Best that we just continue to be wary and have a healthy 
respect for fire . . . anywhere and at any time. 

In any event, the nursery people have very little lath remain¬ 
ing and will use other means of disposal.

bulk for third class. Increases 
of any sort are unwelcome to 
the public, of course, but I am 
sure the vast majority of the 
public believes that as gigantic 
a business as the Post Office 
can be managed to pay for 
itself and not be an added 
drain on the taxpayer. 

SMALL BUSINESS 

Adminisitration officials have 

endorsed the project of an in¬ 
dependent small business ad- 
minstration which can absorb 
the Small Defense Plants Agen- 
cy and take over the lending 
responsibility of the RFC. A 
Senate committee has raised to 
$200,000 the maximum loan 
limit established by the House 
at $100,000. Secretaries 
Humphrey and Weeks are 
agreeable for the independent 
status at present, though even¬ 
tually it should be under the 
direction of the Department of 
Commerce. 

RECESS 

July 31 is still the objective 
of the House leadership and 
Senator Knowland, the Acting 
Senate Leader, still clings to 
the same objective. Personally, 
despite the 98. degree tempera¬ 
ture here, with 91 per cent rela¬ 
tive humiidity, I’d rather take 
another week and get through 
a lot of other measures upon 
which the committees have 
been working so hard. Boy, 
how the Hiestands long for a 
glimpse of the blue Pacific!!! 


The House passed a bill dedi¬ 
cating a small room in the 
Capitol for the purpose of a 
meditation room for members. 
The project has a deeper sig¬ 
nificance than appears on the 
surface. It will, of course, be 
completely non-sectarian but 
there seems to be a popular 
need for a place in the Capitol 
for private meditation and 
prayer. 

Immediately upon passage, I 
received a phone call from two 
Altadena constituents whose 
business is "craftsmanship in 
stained glass,” offering to do¬ 
nate a beautiful window to the 
room. I have an appointment 
with the chairman of the com¬ 
mittee and the Capitol architect 
to see how this wonderful ges¬ 
ture can fit in. 

FOREIGN AID 

The Mutual Security bill 
which the House passed went 
to the Senate and was modified 
somewhat is now in conference. 
This is simply the Authoriza¬ 
tion Bill. The Senate said posi¬ 
tively it should end June 30, 
1954. Now comes the Appropri¬ 
ation Bill which has not yet 
reached the House floor. There 
are many large items, such as 
aid to Yugoslavia, Spain, Por¬ 
tugal, Denmark, France and 
Britain, that are certain to come 
under fire. 

Most Congressmen are in fa¬ 
vor of help to such allies as 
Turkey, Greece, Pakistan, Na¬ 
tionalist China, etc. A Senate 
Appropriations and General 
Accounting Office Staff Com¬ 
mittee gave as their opinion 
that France is "constitutionally 
incapable of balancing its 
budget and is using U. S. aid 
to avoid raising taxes.” It is 
said that even sturdy, thrifty 
little Denmark is supplying 
ships to Russia while accepting 
our aid, that Tito, a Commu¬ 
nist, and Franco, a Facist, are 
not loyal to us. You can’t be¬ 
lieve everything you hear but 
there must be some truth in 
some of it.

With milk as a base, you can con¬ 
coct all kinds of refreshing and nour 
ishing cold drinks, with the mixer do¬ 
ing the blending job quickly and easily. 

Rtcip, Ideas' 

For instance, make a “super” choco¬ 
late milk shake with a teaspoonful of 
chocolate syrup (or two teaspoonsful, 
if you wish), a small scoop of icc 
cream and a half glass of milk. Put all 
the ingredients into a tall glass, and, 
using the portable mixer with one 
beater, whip the mixture until it is 
thoroughly blended. 

For a strawberry ice cream soda, use 
the portable mixer with one beater to 
thoroughly blend a half glass of milk 
and one or two tablespoons of frozen 
strawberries in a tall glass. Add a small 
scoop of ice cream— and club soda to 
fill the glass. 


Advises Quick 
Treatment of 
Heat Cases

Hot weather, such as that re¬ 
cently experienced in Los An¬ 
geles, may be the cause of heat 
prostration (heat exhaustion) 
or sunstroke (heatstrone;, both 
of which are conditions inju¬ 
rious to health. 

To the aged or to those per¬ 
sons with heart trouble they 
present an even greater danger, 
for the death of such individu¬ 
als during spells of hot weath¬ 
er is not uncommon. Although 
prompt administration of the 
correct treatment can do a 
great deal for people who are 
afflicated with these disorders, 
the wisest course is to prevent 
them from occurring. 

“Thermostat" Collapses 

The underlying cause of 
these conditions is the collapse 
of the body’s heat-regulating 
system during prolonged heat 
or overexposure to the sun. The 
loss of large amounts of water 
and salt through profuse per¬ 
spiration helps to bring on the 
collapse, while any form of ex¬ 
ercise that tends to heat the 


body puts an extra load on the 
system. 

Heat prostration is not nec¬ 
essarily associated with exer¬ 
tion, however. It may vary in 
severity from a tired feeling to 
a state of complete collapse. 
When severe, the onset is gen¬ 
erally rather sudden and is ac¬ 
companied by weakness, dizzi¬ 
ness and profuse perspiration. 
The skin is cold and, although 
it may become purple in hue, 
is usually very pale. Cramps 
and nausea may occur. There 
is little or no fever and rarely 
is there any loss of conscious¬ 
ness. 

Treatment Told 

Proper treatment consists of 
placing the patient in a cool 
quiet place, flat on his back, 
with the head low. Hot coffee 
or aromatic spirits of ammonia 
ione-half teaspoon in water) 
should be given when the pa¬ 
tient is able to drink. The 
drinking of ice water is to be 
avoided. 

Sunstroke also occurs sud¬ 
denly but is frequently accom¬ 
panied by early loss of con¬ 
sciousness. The skin is hot 
and dry and the face violently 
flushed. Dizziness and violent 
headache are common and con¬ 
vulsions may follow. Fever is 
high and may reach 107 de¬ 
grees or more in some in¬ 
stances. 

Emergency first aid is very 
important in cases of sunstroke. 


The patient should be moved to 
a cool place and allowed to rest 
on his back with the head and 
shoulders r a i s e d. Clothing 
should be removed and, when 
possible, the body should be 
moistened with a gentle spray 
of cool water. 

Use of Compresses 

In lieu of this, ice may be 
applied to the head and cool, 
wet compresses placed on the 
body. It is not considered ad¬ 
visable to lower the tempera¬ 
ture below 102 degrees. Cool 
water should be given when 
the patient is conscious. Stimu¬ 
lants and iced drinks are not 
advised. 

In either of these conditions 
a physician should be called 
without delay. And remember, 
a few commonsense precau¬ 
tions will nearly always pre¬ 
vent them. The U.‘S. Public 
Health Service gives these hot 
weather rules: 

Don’t expose yourself to the 
heat when you don’t have to. 

Don’t go out in the hot sun¬ 
shine for any length of time 
without a hat. 

Don’t wear heavy or tight 
clothing. 

Don’t exercise strenuously 
in the hot sun. 

Don’t exercise just before 
or after meals. 

Don’t overeat. 

Don’t overindulge in alco¬ 
holic drinks. 


City 37th In 

Population 

Standing 

Ranks 42nd On 
Sales Volume 

Figures released recently by 
the State Board of Equalization 
showing relative positions of 45 
incorporated cities in Los An¬ 
geles County with respect to 
population and taxable retail 
sales place Sierra Madre in 
37th position based on popula¬ 
tion and in 42nd place on tax¬ 
able retail sales for the third 
quarter in 1952. 

The County Planning Com¬ 
mission’s Jan. 1, 1953, estimated 
population for Sierra Madre is 
8038. Taxable retail sales for 
the 1952 third quarter were 
$715,000. 

Pasadena and Glendale have 
been running neck and neck 
for show position in the Los 
Angeles County population 
sweepstakes, the report states, 
but Pasadena maintains a sub¬ 
stantial lead in retail sales vol¬ 
ume, indicating it has a more 
extensive trading area. 

El Segundo and El Monte 
stand just above Sierra Madre 
in the population column but 
El Monte ranks 17th on retail 
sales volume and El Segundo

28th. 

Arcadia and Monrovia, with 
populations of 29,369 (17th) 
and 23,262 (22nd), respectively, 
rank 23rd and 18th in sales 
volume. 

Not Same Correlation 

The figures were compiled by 
the Division of Research and 
Statistics for the use of the leg¬ 
islature in considering bills 
dealing with the possibility of 
State collection of city sales 
taxes. 

It is noted that, while the 
three largest cities, Los Ange¬ 
les, Long Beach and Pasadena, 
maintain the same relative po¬ 
sitions with respect to popula¬ 
tion and sales, the same cor¬ 
relation is not present with 
some of the other cities where 
trading areas may be more pro¬ 
nounced in some, while resi¬ 
dential areas may be more 
prevalent in others.
